ORDINANCE 

h enable immediate possession to be taken of certain goods 
for the purpose, of implementing an agreement with the 
Argentine. 

Whereas, in order to implement an agreement 
with the Argentiuefit wan, on the 30th day of September 
1946, found necessary for the Central Government to 
issue within the Province of Bengal orders for the re- 
quisition, and notices of the acquisition, of certain 
goods in exercise of its powers under the rules made 
under the Defence of India Act, 1939 ; 

And whereas possession of the said goods has 
not been dolivorod to the Central Government ; 

And whereas an emergency has arisen which makes 
it necessary for the purpose of implementing the afore- 
said agreement to secure the immediate vesting in the 
Central Government of title and possession of the said 
goods ; 

And whebeas the Governor of Bengal has under 
the provisions of sub-section (i) of section 106 of the 
Government of India Aot, 1935, accorded his previous 
oonsont to the making and promulgation of this Ordi- 
nance ; 

And whereas the Indian Legislature is not in 
session ; 

Now, therefore, in exoroiso of the powers con- 
ferred by sootion 72 of tho Government of India Aot, 
as set out in the Ninth Sohedule to the Government of 
India Aot, 1935, the Governor General is pleased to make 
and promulgate the following Oi dinance • 

1- (1) This Ordinance may be oalled the Argentine StorMitte, 
(Jute and Coioals) Agreement Ordinance, 1947. 

(2) It extends to the whole of British India. 

(3) It shall oome into foroc at once. 
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2 ■ (7) Notwithsi anding that, .suit No. 1923 of 1946, 
in which the Governor General in Council is the plaintiff 
and the A dam joe Jute Mills Limited and others are the 
defendants, is on the date of the commencement of this 
Ordinance pending in the High Court of Judicature at 
Foit William in Bengal, being a suit in which the validity 
of certain orders of requisition and notioes of acquisition 
filed with tile plaint in the said suit is in issue, title 
and possession of all the goods to which the said orders 
and notice-, relate (hereinafter referred to as the said 
goods) shall on the said date vest in the Central Govern- 
ment free from any mortgage, lion or other encum- 
brance whatsoever : 

Provided that title and possession of those portions 
of the said goods, to whioh the Central Government 
has, by arrangement made before ' he said date, re- 
linquished title, shall be deemed not to havo vested in 
the Central Government under this sub-section. 

( 2 ) Nothing in sub-section ( 1 ) shall prevent the 
said High Court from making in the said suit such 
declaration as it may think proper as to whether or not 
the said ordors of requisition and notioes of acquisition 
were validly made or given : 

Provided that no declaration in that suit or by any 
Court whatsoever shall piejudioe in any way the vesting 
in the Contral Government of the title and possession 
of the said goods after the commencement of this 
Ordinance. 

3- If in the suit referred to in seotion 2 it is finally 
decided that the said goods were not validly requisi- 
tioned or aoquired by the Central Government on the 
30th day of September 1946, each of the several previous 
owners of the said goods shall be entitled to reoeive 
as compensation from the Central Government the 
market price prevailing on the date of the institution 
of the aforesaid suit of that portion of the said goods 
previously belonging to him ; or if no suoh decision is 
made in the said suit, the said goods shall he deemed to 
have been validly requisitioned and acquired by the 
Central Government on the 30th day of September 
1946, and the amounts of compensation to bo paid by 
the Central Government to the several previous owners 
of the said goods shall be determined in aooordanoe 
with the piovisions of law in foroe on the 30th day of 
September 1946, relating to tho requisition and acquisi- 
tion of movable property under the rules made under 
the Dcfonoe of India Act, 1939 : 1930 

Provided that nothing in this seotion shall pre- 
clude the Central Government and the previous owners 
of any portion of the said goods from fixing by agreo- 
ment the amount of compensation payable, or affeot the 
terms of any ar angement referred to in the proviso 
to sub-seotion (2) of section 2 : 

Provided further that no person shall be ontitled to 
any relief in rospeot of the vesting of the title and pos- 
session of the said goods in the Central Government 
other than that provided in this section.
